Whitney, E. Ellery Anderson, Robert Grier 
Monroe, ‘ex-Mayor William R. Grace and 
James P. Archibald will come in as the 
advance guard of the contesting delegation 
from New York. Archibald is a well- 
known labor leader and will, it is said, 
bring some strong endorsements of Cleve- 
land from Jabor men in New York. The reg- 
_ delegation will not arrive until Satur- 

y. 

At the Boies headquarters in the Palmer 
house a conspicuous figure was L. M. Mar- 
tin, delegate at large from Iowa. 

“We expect Governor Boies will have sev- 
enty-five or one hundred votes on the first 
ballot,” said Mr. Martin. “This is not 
guess work, because we have been in cor- 
respondence with some delegates and have 
very friendly letters from many of them. 
There will be a great many ballots cast 
and Governor Boies will gain votes rapidly 
after the test vote is taken. His men are 
to be on the still hunt.” 

Only one Hillite has so far put in an 
appearance and he is Charles F. Preck, of 
New York. But he has enough e&thusiasm 
for half a dozen men and is loudly proclaim- 
ing the virtues of David B. an bis great 
abiity as a vote-getter. The national 
committee will be the first organized body 
to get to work and through its subcomnnit- 
tee on arrangements it is also already press- 
ing for accommodation and seating at the 
convention of delegates. 

Thus far, the only name mentioned 
around headquarters for temporary chair- 
man is that of Adlai E. Stevenson, of Illi- 
nois, and ex-Governor Campbell, of Ohio; 
but Henry Watterson, of Kentucky, has 
been spoken of for the honor in the press 
and elsewhere. Until the arrival of dele- 
pie and national committeemen, the field 
s wide open for speculation. 

Will Be Directed by Hill. 

The probabilities are that the entire op- 
position to Cleveland.will be combined and 
directed by the Hill men, who, when con- 
vinced that there is no possible chance for 
their man, will center upon a dark horse. 
The dark-horse contingents are apt to unite 
in one strong legion, believing that if the 
tide sets against eveland it will also 
make Hill’s chance hopeless, and that the 


lightning is then apt to strike one of their 


number. There are strong indications that 
the Cleveland opposition will assist Dan 
Voorhees, of Indiana, in making trouble 
for Gevernor Gray, the latter, in his 
erage capacity of vice presidential can- 

date with Cleveland, peing a great pillar 
of strength in the Cleveland column. 

The position which the IIiinois delega- 
tion is to occupy in the national convention 
is still one of extreme uncertainty, and of 
engrossing interest to politicians. e state 
convention instructed delegates, in case it 
should be deemed expedient to come west 
for a candidate, to use all honorable means 
to secure the nomination of Senator J. M. 
Palmer, but, since that time, it has come 
to public knowledge that the friends of 
Colonel William R. Morrison, by skillful 
management, succeeded in securing control

THE VOTES GRAY CAN POLL. 


He Is the Strongest Man Politically in 
Indiana. 

Wadhington, June 15.—(Special.)}—The 
Gray people have been doing a little work 
today. Senator Vorhees is out in a card, 
telling about Gray’s availability for a place 
on the democfatic ticket. In addition to 
this, there has been handed around to folks 
gencrally a card showing how Gray has 
run in Indiana when on the democratic 
ticket. It tells that when Gray ran for 
lieutenant governor, in 1876, and was 
elected on the ticket headed by Blue Jeans 
Williams, he had 211,976 votes to Wil- 
liams’s 208,080. In 1880, when the demo- 
crats lost the state, Gray, as the candidate 
for lieutenant governor, was beaten by but 
6,953, while Landers was defeated by 
6,953. Again, in 1888, when the demo- 
crats lost the state, Gray, as the candidate 
for governor, was beaten by but 6,527 
votes, while Cleveland failed to get the state 
electoral vote by 6,677. These figures will 
doubtless show up at Chicago next week.

The Regular New York Delegation on 
Its Way 


WITH THE PROMISE OF VICTORY, 


Ifthe Wishes of the Empire State 
Democrats Are Respected. 


THAT HILL WILL BE NOMINATED 


Is the Earnest Opinion of Lieutenant Gov- 
erner Sheehan—W hat He Has to Say 
of the Situation. 


New York, June 15.—(Special.)—A large 
portion of the regular New York delegation 
left for Chicago today. Richard Croker, 
Hugh McLaughlin, Chairman Murphy, 
Lieutenant Governor Sheehan and other 
distinguished leaders of the New York de- 
mocracy are with the party. Before leav- 
ing New York a conference was held among 
the leaders and they are almost unanimous- 
ly of the opinion that Mr. Cleveland wil 
not be nominated at Chicego. 

As one of them put it today, “It will be 
made so clear to the convention that Mr. 
Cleveland cannot possibly carry New York 
that even his most enthusiastic admirers 
will be forced to yield to the incontrévert- 
ible argument that it would be party sui- 
cide to nominate him.”’ 

Senator Hill has returned to Washington, 
but while here had a full conference with 
the leaders. He is in splendid spirits and 
has received much encouragement from his 
friends in every part of the union. Ac- 
cording to his account Mr. Cleveland will 
get about four hundred and twelve rotes 
on the first ballot. He believes that the 
opposition will poll a*majority of the votes 
of the coavention on the first ballot. It 
is said by his intimate friends 
that . Mr. Hill takes a most 
philosophical view of the situation, and 
that he may go to Chicago to impress upon 
the leaders of the convention the importance 
of choosing some one who can carry New 
York. If at any stage of the balloting he 
decides that it is best that his name should 
not be continued before the convea-ion he 
will probably endeavor to throw his strength 
to some western man, with the assurance 
that New oYrk will be carried if such a 
man is nominated. 

The situation is decidedly interesting and 
is being discussed on all sides. 

Sheehan Talks Confidently, 

Lieuterant Governor Sheehan, in an in- 
terview in ‘The New York World, is quoted 
as follows: 

“We are going to Chicago to nominate 
David B. Hill for thepresidency,” said Mr. 
Sheehan. “I believe we will succeed. The 
story that Senator Hill has withdrawn from 
the contest, or that he has written a letter 
of withdrawal, to be made public later, is 
the veriest nonsense. Mr. Hill is not*that 
kind of aman. He does not withdraw, 
nor, to continne a race-track simile, is he 
ever distanced. is a winner At all times, 
and 1 want to remind his enemies of the 
fact that he is always very strong on the 
home stretch.”’’.

Pe possi- 
bility is dead,’ sugges The World re- 
porter. 

‘Dead!’ exclaimed the lieutenant gov- 
ernor, striking his fist on the carriage door 
with such force that the driver slowed his 
horses and looked around alarmed.

Vhy, the victorious leader of the democ- 
racy of the Empire State, going to Chicago 
with his entire delegation at his back, is 
bound to be the most influential, the most 
potent factor in any contest that the demo- 
cratic party can engage in. Dead! He will 
control the convention and secure the nomi- 
nation, I am firmly assured.” 

Then Mr. Sheehan made the significant 
remark that heads this dispatch: 

“The democratic party will never nomi- 
nate a man for the presidency who is the 
candidate of a bolting convention.” 

“Do you believe that next to Mr. Cleve- 
land Senator Hill has the call on the dele- 
gates’ vote?’’ was asked. 

“Mr. Cleveland cannot be nominated. If 
he were nominated he could not be elected. 
The action of the Minneapolis convention 
settled that point. Harrison defeated Cleve 
land four years ago. He is no weaker now 
than he was then. He is stronger. He 
has given his party everything it wanted.

SILVER DISCUSSED AGAIN. 


The Senate Takes Up the Bill and Mr. Mor- 
gan Makes a §| in Tts Favor. 

Washington, June 15.—The bill to provide 
for the free coinage of gold and silver was 
taken up in the senate. Mr. Palmer moved 
to strike out all of the bill except the first 
section which fixes: the standard of gold and 
silver dollars, make these coins legal tender 
and permits the owners of silver or gold bul- 
lion to have it minted for their benefit and 
without charge. 

Mr. Morgan addressed the senate in support 
of the bill. The silver plank in the Minneap- 
olis republican platform was, he said, a step 
to. the front in the way @f the restoration of 
silver as a money metal, It was still timid 
and irresolute and dealt im equivocal phrages. 
But it seemed to cut loose forever from the 
single gold standard of the senator from Ohio, 
and to demand the use of both gold and silver 


as standard money. The © ay ne had the right 
however, to expect that mocracy would, 


in Chicago, step to the. front and demand 
not only standard silver money equal with 
old, but*that silver should have the right of 
ree coinage.

He wanted to Know whether they 
were sincere in that or not; whether it was 
necessary, according to their view, for the 
United States to become the purchaser of all 
the silver bullion that gmight be offered. It 
was one ing favor’ free coinage of silver 
at the present ratio; and it was another thing 
to compel the government of the United 
States to become the holder of silver bullion 
and to take all the bullion. that might be of- 
fered. He could see how, by that, a debt of 
a most startling amount could be accumu- 
lated. Mr. Palmer’s arguthent was that the 
terms of the bill, providing that the bullion 
acquired by the government should be ‘‘sub- 
sequentiy’’ coin did not provide for coin- 
age at all; that ‘‘subsequently’’ meant any

THE RIVER AND HARBOR BILL. 


The Conferees Fail to Come to an Agree- 
ment. 

Washington, June 15.—The conferees on 
the river and harbor appropriation ‘bill, after 
being in conference three days, have failed 
to reach an agreement and have decided 
to report that fact to the two houses and 
ask for instruction. The conferees, it is 
learned, were able to agree upon nearly all 
of a ship canal connecting Lakes Union and 
the 25 per cent cut in the first year’s appro- 
priations for contract projects, to which 
the house conferees were willing to ac- 
cede. But the conferees disagreed — hope- 
lessly upon two new Oregon and Wash- 
ington projects. They were both senate 
amendments, one appropriating $187,500 
for the improvement of the Columbia at 
Three Mile rapids, including the construe- 
tion of a boat railway around Dalles, with 
authority to make a contract for the eom- 
pletion of the work at a total cost of $2.- 
672,856 and the other an amendment ap- 
propriating $200,000 for the construction 
of a shio canal connecting lakes Union and 
Washington with Puget sound. 


Peffer’s Whiskers Grow Serious. 

Washington, June 15.—In the senate, in 
presenting a petition from Riley county, Kan., 
in relation to the prevalence of lynch law, Mr. 
Peffer. stated that from newspaper reports the 
practice was growing in all parts of the coun- 
wy, north, south, east and west. 

Many poor people—particularly colored peo- 
ple—are being hounded and hunted and hanged 
or shot to death when merely suspected of 
crime. It was time, he thought for the Amer- 
ican congress to take action in that matter, 
and he hoped that the judiciary committee, 
to which the petition was referred, would re- 
port promptly. 

A conference was ordered on the diplomatic 
and consular mp a bill, and Messrs.

The Tariff and Silver. 

As to the tariff and silver, the platform 
declared: 

We are opposed to all class legislation, and 
believe in a tariff levied for the sole purpose 
of producing revenue sufficient to defray the 
legitimate expenses of the government eco- 
nomiily administered, and we protest 
against the policy of so-called protection, il- 
lustrated by the McKinley bill, as champi- 
oned by the republican party, and in the in- 
terest of agriculture and labor, we demand 
reform of the present tariff and reduction of 
unnecessary burdensome faxation. That in 
the high tariff recently imposed by certain 
European nations on American grain and 
American meat, we recognize an effort on 
the part of these governments to strike a 
destructive blow at American agriculture in 
retaliation fer the high duties imposed by the 
McKinley law, and that on behalf of Amer- 
ican agriculture, we demand of congress an 
immediate modification of the tariff law, such 
as will secure the admission of these agricni- 
tural products into the markets ‘of these 
countries free from duty.

A Report That Palacio Has 
Country. 


Curacoa, via Galveston, Tex., June 15.— 
Startling intelligence reaches me from Uara- 
cas, the capital of Venezuela. It is to the 
effect that Palacio is a fugitive and that 
the revolution is within. a few. hours of. 
ending in favor of General Crespo. It is a 
ditticult matter to verify the reports on ac- 
count of the demoralized condition of the 
country, and a strict censorship is exer- 
cised over all telegraphic and. cable dis- 
patches, but the news comes to me from a 
most reliable souree. In a short time Il 
hope to be able to verify it. At present 
I send it to you for what it is worth. Ky- 
erything would seem to confirm the — 
Palacio’s power has for a long time n 
on the wane. Only a few days ago it was 
said that he was trembling at Casa Amaril- 
la, which is_ strongly fortified. - Soldiers 
filled all the main thoroughfares and near- 
ly all the streets were barricaded. There 
is no doubt that since the recent fierce 
three days’ fight in the vicinity of Valen- 
cia Palacio’s cause has been virtually lost. 
He seems to have realized this himself. 
He was informed of the utter rout of the 
government troops in the battle, and of the 
advance of the lwain body of the rebels 
toward Caracas under command of General 
Crespo. At the same time he heard 
of the presence of a large force of insur- 
gents south of the capital. He made a 
feint of going out to meet the victorious rev- 
olutionists and really did send between 
two thousand and three thousand men to 
the front. His plans seemed to have been 
to hold the enemy in check long enough 
to enable him to make good. his esca 

As soon as his soldiers left the 
one route Palacio packed up his 
ings and was driven in great haste 
the opposite direction to the railway depot. 
A special train was in waiting for him. 
For a long time past the railroad authori- 
ties have held themselves by Palacio’s or- 
ders in readiness for such an emergency. 
There was no time lost in getting the n 
off. Palacio had no sooner stepped aboard 
the car than the locomotive steamed away 
at great speed toward La Guayra. My 
informant’ tells me that the train reached 
that port in safety, and that the fugitive 
dictator at once went on a vessel that was 


held there to receive him. He had not. 


long before taken precautions to send his 
family out of the country, and had also 
transferred the bulk of his wealth abroad. 
The news of his flight seems to have 
leaked ont in Caracas and to have been 
followed by wild scenes of excitement. The 
citizens in sympathy with the revolution, 
and who have been hoping for just such an 
opportunity, are said to be arming them- 
selves and. cheering General Crespo.

AN AWFUL CRASH 


In Which Forty-Three Men Went te 
Their Death, : 


TRAGEDY AT LICKING RIVER BRIDGE 


The Timbers Break While the Men 
Are at Work, 


AND, THEY ARE THROWN HEADLONG 


Into the River Below—Some Are Crushed 
to Death by the Timbers While 
Others Drown. 


Cincinnati, June 15.—One of the most 
fearful accidents in the history of this 
vicinity was that of the fall today of a 
bridge which was in the course of construc- 
tion over Licking river between Covington 
and Newport, Ky. Forty-five workmen 
were on the structure. So far as is known 
only two escaped unhurt. Others were 
either killed by the crushing of iron and 
timbers, or were drowned in the water. 

The cause of the accident is surmised to 
be the weakening of the wooden false 
work. The high river had washed out the 
earth about the supports and it is claimed 
that one of the contractors said a day or 
two ago that he was afraid the structure 
would not stand under the weight of the 
heavy material, 

Today a force of forty-three men under 
the direction of Robert and William Baird, 
contractors, was engaged in putting in place 
the heavy iron work on the main span. 
Suddenly there was a cracking sound of 
breaking timbers, a swaying of the struct- 
ure'and the headlong plunge of the whole 
mass of timbers, iron and helpless work- 
men into the muddy waters of Licking.

He 
said that it was intended to demoralize 
business out of Atlanta. 

Mr. C. N. Kight, assistant general pas- 
senger agent of the East Tennessee, said 
he was positive the Queen and Crescent 
was not in such a war.

Our rate from Birmingham to the Chicago 
convention, for visitors and delegates, is 
$15.25.

Superi@@ndent Stephens deserves credit 
for the magnificent manner in which his 
division handled the reports of the Min- 
neapolis convention, and that he will do 
equally as well with the service from Chi- 
cago goes without saying. 


The Farmers and Their Mails. 


The government spemls money to sup- 
ly the.cities end towns with conven- 
iences in the postal servce, aad leaves the 
farmers just where they were a century 


azo. 

Even in Europe suca injustice would 
not be submitted to by the people, and 
England, France, Gerinany and other 
countries have provided model systems 
of free rural delivery. 

The same is true of China with her four 
or five hundred millions of people. These 
Mongolians who are not considered fit to 
enter our country beat us in the matter 
of free rural mail delivery. 

The recent discussion of the questicn 
has developed in the United States an 
Overwhelming sentiment in favor of the 
proposed extension of free delivery. Ex- 
- Postmaster General Thomas L. James 
heartily endorses Postmaster General 

enamaker’s scheme, and agrees with 
him that it will change the whole home 
life of the farmer. Receiving his books, 
- Magazines, papers and letters at bis own 
docr, he will tee: no sense of isolation 
but will keey in touch with the life and 
enterprise of the great cities. 

It is plain that the people demand this 
converience, “nd they want to know 
what stands in*the way of ir. ‘he cost 
will be com; sratively small, and the in- 
creased busiaess will in a few years repay 
the government. The question of money, 
however, is not to be considered. The 
government does. not run the postal ser- 
vice for profit, but for the convenience of 
the people, and the rural districts should 
not be discriminated against. Appropria- 
tions are made lavishly every year for 
rivers and harbors and other public ob- 
jects. Why not try the beneficient exper- 
iment proposed by Mr. Wanamaker, even 
if some other appropriations have to be 
reduced a little?

What Free Coinage Is. 

' A subscriber writes to usk what is 
meant by the phrase “free and uulimited 
coinage of silver.” The question seems 
to be a belated one, but we nave ao coubt 
that in the general discussion a great 
many people have missed the essence of 
the matter. 

The free and unlimited coinage of silver 
means that any owner of 3100 worth of 
Bilver bullion shall have the privileze of 
taking it to any government mint and 
having it coined into, or exchanged fort, 
Biandard dollars of the United States, 
or their equivalent in legal tender cur- 
rency, at the rate of $1.29 an ounce. 
This would settle a great many thirgs. 
The legal tender or mint value of gilver 
bullion would be its market price, and 
the government would be no longer in the 
market as a purchaser. ‘The inevitable 
effect of free coinage would be to restore 
to silver bullion in this country the poten- 

money value which essed 
prior to 1a73. it poss

are several satisfactory replies to this. 
In the first place there is uo silver in 
Europe of any account except the legal 
tender silver which is in daily use here, 
and this could not be saipped to this 
country and received except at a tremen- 
dous loss. 

In the second place, if it should be sent 
here it would be coined into standard 
dollars which would enter in*to circulation 
or be stored in the banks, or be employed 
in building up our industries. There can 
never be a plethora of gold und silver cur- 
rency in a country such as ours. 

In the third place, India, M2xico and 
other countries have free coinage, and 
they are not deluged with Kuropean sil- 
ver. When the monometallists expiain 
why this is so, it will be time encugh 
to discuss their airy predictions with scme 
degree of seriousness.

It is not often that we notice the 
chronic malevolence of The Savannah 
News, but the following editorial from 
that paper calls for some comment from 
the editor of The Constitution. 

The Atlanta Constitution has published 
a number of articles recently in its local 
columns that are calculated to create the 
impression that President Comer and Super- 
intendent Wadley are not true to their trust. 
The sum and substance of them are that both 
of these gentlemen are largely interested in 
the Southbound railroad, and, being its prin- 
cipal ofticers, they are trying to build up its 
business by diverting traflic from the Central. 
It looks very much as if these articles were 
inspired by the Richmond and Danville. 

Are the insinuations and indirect charges 
contained in them true? It can be authori- 
tatively stated that they are not. It is true 
that Mr. Comer is still the president of the 
Southbound, and Mr. Wadley is its general 
manager. Neither of them, however, is tak- 
ing an active interest in the management of 
the road. Mr. Comer is retained in his po- 
sition as president for the time being for the 
simple purpose of adjusting some financial 
matters for the road which he had under- 
taken, and Mr. Wadley is only waiting to be 
relieved. It can be stated without fear of 
contradiction that neither of them has at- 
tempted to divert business from the Central 
to the Sonthbound either directly or indirect- 
ly. On the contrary, the competition between 
the two roads is very earnest for what lit- 
tle business there is for which they can com- 
pete. 

The editor of The Cogstitution is one of 
the Central's directors, and it is his duty to 
see to it that the Central's interests are pro- 
tected. If he believes that the, Central is being 
managed so as to benefit another road at its 
expense he ought to bring the matter to the 
Attention of the Central’s board. If he 
does not believe that the Central is 
being used to advance the interests of another 
road it does not seem right that he should 
permit the impression that it is to get abroad 
through the paper he controls. 

President Comer is doing his utmost to build 
up the physical and financial condition of 
the Central. He is giving his whole time to 
the work. His heart is in it. No one who 
knows him believes that he would be a party 
to any transacticn not strictly honorable from 
every point of view. It cannot be said truth- 
fully, that he has not been faithful in every 
respect to the trust which the board of di- 
rectors of the Central has confided to him. 
Instead, therefore, of doing or saying anything 
calculated to weaken confidence in him and 
obstruct him in his work every friend of the 
Central should seek to hold up his hands. 

The Constitution has nothing to Jo with 
the management of the Georgia railroad. 
Its purpose, and its only purpose, is to 
print the news and gossip of the day, 
without fear or favor, and the fect that 
we do it seems to be a souwe of great 
grief to this disgruntled oid granny.

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The Hatch Bill. 

The New Orleans Licayune appears 
to be greatly alarmed over reports that 
the senate in sure to pass what it terms 
the “obnoxious” Hateh bill. It declares 
that these reports have greatly discour- 
aged the opponents of the measure, and 
it proceeds to urge everybody concerned 
to see to it that there is no interferenre 
with the present beautiful system of agri- 
cultural keno. 

The Picayune is evidently speaking 
for the New Orl>ins cotton exchange, 
which has as lively ar. interest in agricul- 
tural keno as the New York exchange, 
or any of the big bucket shops. But the 
trouble with The Picayune is that it is 
arguing in favor of one thing, while the 
Hatch bill proposes to bresk up another. 

Our New Orleans contemporary frees 
on to remark that “the south has actu- 
ally a greater int2cvst in this measure 
than any other portion of the country,” 
to which we heartily say amen. but when 
it declares that “tha price of cotton is 
how mainly controlled on this side of the 
Atlantic through the medium of the great 
army of speculators, whe invest their cap- 
ital in cotton to hold :t until conswners 
are compelled to pay a good price four 
it,” it enters on a branch of the subject 
which has only a remote bearing on the 
purposes of the Hat-:h bill. 

That measure is not aimed at “specu- 
lators” who buy cottoa and hold it for a 
rise, but at the gamblers who buy and sell 
on margins millions of ales of cotton thai 
have no existence whita2v.r. Those who 
buy cotton as an investment and huld jt 
until consumers ate compelled to pay a 
good price for it ar2 engaged in as legiti- 
mate a transaction as those who buy real 
estate and hold it for an advance. Thern 
is not a paragraph or a clause in the 
Hatch bill that prevenis o> interferes 
with such a traasaction. What, there 
fore, does the argumeat of 'The Picayune 
amount to? The Hateh bill, if it becomes 
& law, will not interfer2 with sales of real 
cotton for future delivery, cor will it pre- 
vent the purchase cf real cotton to he 
held for an advance :‘n price. ‘Lhese trans- 
actions are natural and legitimate. ‘he 
bill is aimed at the gamblers—the men 
who, by buying and selling phantom cot- 
ton and wind wheat, have turned the 
exchanges into huge keno rings, and who, 
by their power and influence, are able tu 
break down prices for any suonth in the 
year whenever it suits their couvenicnce. 

Twenty-five million bales of cutton in 
excess of the 9,000,000 bales of genuine 
cotton have been bought. and sold in: the 
New York exchange this season. Does 
ahy sane person suppvse that this traftic 
in phantom cotton, carriei on in the open 
market, and under the auspices of the 
New York exchange, hns nad no effect in 
depressing prices? Does any sane person 
suppose that the supp*oa.‘va of this de- 
moralizing option gambling will interfere 
with any legitimate interest in the 
country ? 

Let the editor of The Picayune confer 
with some of the legitimate buyers and 


sellers on Carondelet street, and he will’ 


quickly have his eyes opened as tw tbe 
evil influence of option gambling. 


The Canadian Bank System. 

There is a growing belief that the 
repeal of the tax on state banks of issue 
will do the country more good than any- 
thing else in proposed legislation. 

The publication of worcngs of the 
Canadian system of bauks of issue bas 
done much to confirm opinion. That 
system, adopted in 1890, and put in opera- 
tion a year ago, has already shown its 
excellence in many The past svasva 
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while at the same time the net foreign 
balances grew steadily in the demin- 
fon’s favor and Canadian bankers 
were enabled to lend $3,000,090 tu grain 
dealers in mMiunwapolis, st. Maul aud 
Duluth. 

The notes of Canadian bankers cir- 
culate at par from one end of the ‘oun- 
try to the other. This is attained by a 
feature of the law whith is a mwarked 
improvement over the usiza of state 
banks under th3 cid regime in the United 
States. Dominion banks which issue 
notes are requurd to provide foe their 
redemption at all important centers in 
the country. A bank bill issred in Hal. 
ifax and pres ied for redemo’™m in Bris 
ish Columbia is honored, and so with the 
issues of vauks in all other cevicrs. Ju 
consequence the note of uny bank in 
the Canadian system pisses freely at 
par in any part of tae Jom nion. 

The elasticity of the currency is secured 
by the privilege of issuiag notes up to 
40 per cent of the capital steck. The 
issues, in practice, are made during the 
harvest season, as they userl to he in the 
southern states. In South Carolina it was 
the custom to issue bills principally for 
the specific purpose of buying cotton or 
grain, and when the note was issued, a 
cotton or_grain draft to the same amount 
was taken by the bank and forwarded to 
the cotton or grain outport for collection. 
With the proceeds of the draft the note 
was redeegaed. This put behind every 
note a commodity of equal value. ‘This 
same thing ts done now by national 
banks, except that when they lend money 
to a cotton buyer and take a bill of lading 
for security, the money loaned is United 
States currency instead of oank ODiills. 
Sometimes they lend their own notes, but 
these, being practically United States 
notes, do not come back for redemption 
after the crop has gone forward. ‘There 
is no elasticity about it. The Canedian 
system is made secure, tirst by 2 couser- 
vative limit on the itssuanc>? of bis, 
secured by a first lien on the assets of the 
bank, third by a ‘irst lien on the ¢Ccuble 
liability of shareholders, fourth by an 
insurance fund deposited with the minis- 
ter of finance, and tifth by the liability of 
all the banks to annual assesmers of 1 
per cent on their circulation to redeern the 
notes of an insolvgnt bank, in case the 
first four items of security shoulkl be com- 
pletely exhausted—an cxc2edivsiy remote 
possibility when the credit and asscts of 
every bank in the dom:u10n are bejund 
each note. It is the associated credit of 
all the banks, guaranteeing every pote 
issued, with the government acting as 
trustee for the public holding the inrurz- 
ance fund, and prepared to execute the 
law.

THE SOUTH CAROLINA RAILROAD, 


The Gossip Connected with Ite Proposed 
Sale in November. 


Now that a date, November 17th, has 
been set for the sale of the South Carolina 
railroad under order of the court, there isa 
revival of gossip about the probable pur- 
chasers. ; 

Charleston would like to buy it and con- 
trol it, but the city has had opportunities 
heretofore and did not come to time. 
The Louisville and Nashville is also men- 
tioned as_a probable bidder. The Louis- 
ville and Nashville reaches Atlanta through 
the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
and it reaches Augusta through the Geor- 
gia road in the lease of which it.owns one- 
half. If the Louisville and Nashville buys 
the South Carolina road, it will have its 
outlet to the sea. This is what President 
Smith is supposed to have been figuring on 
for a long time. 

But it is going rather fast to take it for 
granted that he wants to strike the coast 
at Charleston. Savannah would probably 
suit him better. It is really nearer New 
York with the present steamship service 
than Charleston is. ‘Mr. Smith could have 
leased the Central recently, it is said, but 
declined. 

It does not follow though that the Louis- 
= and Nashville does not want the Cen- 

ral. i 


Among railroad men, the impression 
prevails that sx resident Smith would pre- 
fer Savannah to Charleston, but he can af- 
ford to play a waiting game. Hedhas two 
chances. The South Carolina will not be 
sold until November 17th, and by that time 
there may be new conditions surroun 
the Central. About that date it has 
provide for its heavy floating debt now be- 
ing carried by Speyer & Co. This firm is 
the financial agent of the Louisville and 
Nashville. Gertain conditior§s may arise 
under which the Louisville and Nashville 
could be of assistance to the Central in 
handling its finances, but the Louisville 
and Nashville would not be altogether un- 
selfish. 
The Central would come higher than the 
South Carolina, for the latter’s mileage is 
only 246 including its branches... Under 
the last reorganization the South Carolina 
issued $5,000,000 first mortgage 6 per cent 
bonds, $1,500,000 second mortgage 6 per 
cents and $3,000,000 third mortgage 6 per 
cent non-accumulative income bonds and 
$5,882,200 of capital stock. Second mort- 
gage bonds at from 15 to 30 are a good pur- 
chase sometimes as speculators in first mort- 
gage bonds have discovered to their cost. 
The South Carolina’s net earnings in 
1890 were $466,783. In 1882 they were 
$501,190, but in 1889 were only $216,701. 
The South Carolina, which is the oldest 
road in the. south, has been through a re- 
eeivership once before. After the war a 
heavy floating debt was incurred in restor- 
ing the road to a proper physical condi- 
tion, and this debt forced the company 
into a receivership in 1878. Three years 
Jater it was sold, but ran only eight years 
before defaulting on its second mortgage 
bond coupons. 


WILL LEAVE THE SOUTH BOUND. 


Messrs. Comer and Wadiey Are Expected to 
Retire This Week. 

President Comer and General Superinten- 
dent Wadley, of the Central and the South 
Bound, and Purchasing Agent Babbitt, of 
the Central, who is also general freight and 
passenger agent of the South Bound, _ will 
soon retire from their positions with the 
latter road, it is said. The Savannah News 
says that President Comer and General 
Superintendent Wadley hold their positions 
only norinally th the South Bound until 
some other arrangements can be made. The 
Press states that the new officials of the 
South Bound will be designated some time 
this week. It adds that other officials now on 
the South Bound will go into the service of 
the Central 

President Comer has written Judge Speer 
that he has bought 10,000 tons of new steel 
rails, 63 1-2 pounds. The purchase amounts 
to about $300,000, andthe lates, 
spikes, freight and laying will add $100,000 
more. Mr. Comer made a good purchase of 
spikes and other iron at a receiver’s sale a 
few weeks ago, but an effort is being made 
to set the sale aside. — 


Attachments and Garnishments Dismissed. 


Augusta, Ga., June 15.—(Special.)—All 
attachments levied and garnishments serv- 
ed recently inst the Richmond and Dan- 
ville railroad were dismi this after- 
noon and the railroad will r mi oon all its 
property in the city. The creditors of. the 
road holding claims to the amount of $27,- 
155.58 got frightened when it was talked 
about that the Richmond and Danville 
was insolvent, and they rushed into the 
courts to protect their interest. The rail- 
road, to get rid of the trouble, gave bond 
for double the amount for which attach- 
ments and garnishments were served until 
the cases could be tried in court. 


Will Set the Ball Rolling to Repeal the 
10 Per Cent Tax | 
ON THE ISSUES OF STATE BANKS, 


A Meeting of the ClearingsJHoue Associa- 
tion to Be Oalled for the Purpose 
of Taking Action.

The bankers of Atlanta are likely to take 
the initiative in an organized movement 
for the passage of the bill repealing the 10 
per cent tax on state banks 

This is a practical measure, one upon 
which all classes are pretty nearly united, 
and upon which the best business judg- 
ment of the country is rapidly crystallizing. 

The silver coinage question is postponed 
for international consideration. After a 
strong, honest effort, the friends of free 
coinage fell a few votes short of success, 
and are now patiently awaiting the result 
of negotiation with the leading nations of 
Europe. 

In the meantime there is a fair chance 
for passing a measure which will be of in- 
calculable benefit to the country. 

This banking question is our affair, and 
in dealing with it we have no favors 
to ask of other countries, except to profit 
by their experience. The practice of for- 
eign banks, as well as that of the best 
state banks in this country before the war, 
gives light on the subject, but the best sys- 
tem ‘which has yet been put in practice is 
undoubtedly that which went into operation 
in Canada a year ago. It has attracted 
wide attention and all classes in the do- 
minion are delighted with its workings. It 
is the result of a conference of all the bank- 
ers in the dominion with the minister of 
finance, and the boards of trade speak in 
terms of gratulation upon the success of 
the system. 

The Canadian law ‘was outlined in the 
May Forum by Mr. Wilkie, the manager 
of the system, and he gives the experience 
of that country with its heavy grain exports 
during the past year. 

A week or so ago The Constitution called 
attention to the article and the system. 
Several Atlanta bankers have read Manager 
Wilkie’s description of its workings, and 
are enthusiastic over it. They think that 
some such plan, modified to suit the needs 
of this country, would be of great benefit to 
all classes. 

Mr. Jacob Haas, who was one of the first 
to read the article, is enthusiastic on the 
subject. He remarked: “The Canadian 
system is the best plan I have yet seen. The 
insurance fund, the double liability of stock- 
holders, and the first lien on the assets 
make the bank issues perfectly good. With 
s@h an arrangement the public will be 
safe, and with the provision for redemption 
in all commercial centers, the bank bills 
form a convertible currency which passes 
anywhere at par. The issues are limited 
to a reasonable amount. Such issues 
would be very useful in southern states. 
Here the banks have plenty of money for 
all legitimate demands from October to 
May. During the summer they usually 
borrow from the eastern banks, forward- 
ing the notes of their customers to be re- 
discounted. With such a system as that 
in operation in Canada, the southern banks 


would issue their own, bills and call them. 


in as money accumulated a few months 
later. This part of the country would be 
less dependent on the eastern banks,” 

Captain R. J. Lowry, of the Lowry Bank- 
ing Company, has heretofore expressed his 
views on this subject in The Constitution, 
and was heartily in favor of giving state 
banks the right to issue bills under suitable 
regulations. He not only saw the advan- 
tage of such issues in moving crops, but 
declared that it would be of incalculable 
benefit to manufacturing interests. 

Captain J English, president of the 
American Trust and Banking Company, 
is in favor of a change in the banking laws, 
and some months ago, in an interview in 
The Constitution, he outlined a plan for a 
subtréasury system supported by the as- 
sociated credit of the banks. This idea of 
associated credit is the basis of’ security in 
the Canadian system, and the suggestion 
of Captain English was on this line. 

Mr. Paul Romare, vice president of the 
Atlanta National bank, had a long experi- 
ence with the old banks of issue in South 
Carolina, and thinks the issue of bills would 
be very convenient if -well guarded with se- 
curity for the notes. 

Some of the highest financial authorities 
of the United States favor the repeal of 
the 10 per cent tax on bank circulation. 
among them The Financial Chronicle, 
whose editorials have been quoted in The 
Constitution recently, and The New York 
Journal of Commerce, whose editor, David 
M. Stone, nearly a year ago published an 
article in The North American Review ad- 
vocating the repeal of the 10 per cent tax 
on bank issues. He said that the element 
lacking in the currency was elasticity, and 
this could best be supplied by bank notes, 
issued under suitable regulations. 

The matter has not been before congress 
on a square test of strength yet. The/vote 
in the house some days ago was on a mo- 
tion to take the bill up out of_its order and 
before the committee had perfected it.

A SICK CONVICT

CHICAGO, June }$5.—Fine weather and 
lower cables caused a weak opening on 
nearly everything. The market gradually 
strengthened, at times being very strong.

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His Visit’ to Jacksonville and What It 


"HE WAS GIVEN A HEARTY RECEPTION, 


and Made & Thorough Inspection of the 


, 


Department There and Ite Needs. 
Too Much Hoonomy. 


Chief Joyner returned from Jacksonville 
yesterday morning and in a few days will 
send to the municipal puthorities there 
an official report of his inspection of the 
Jacksonville fire department and its needs. 

What that report will be Chief Joyner 
doesn’t say, but it is pretty plain that there 
is a good deal to criticize in the provision 
for fighting fire in the Florida metropolis. 

“Cap” went to Florida upon the urgent 
invitation of the mayor and city council 
of Jacksonville, the board of public works 
and the board of trade to look at the depart- 
ment and offer suggestions, which the board 
of public works promises to adopt at once, 


| so the ruinous rate of insurance now in 


effect in that city may be greatly reduced. 

Upon his arrival Chief Joyner was met 
at the depot by a committee consisting of 
Mayor Robinson, Presideat of Council T. 
W. Roby, Dr. A. S. Baldwin, of the sani- 
tary trustees, Chief Stephens, of the ffre 
department, George A. DeCottes, of the 
board of public works, and J. S. Fairhead, 


president of the board of trade. 

A visit to the different fire department 
headquarters was made and the chief made 
a thorough study of the situation. The 
Metropolis gives the following interview 
with the Atlanta official: 

The insurance companies intimated that they 
would reduce the rates if Chief Joyner'’s sug- 
gestions were complied with by the Jackson- 
ville authorities, and Mr. DeCottes, one of the 
board of public works, said this morning that 
that body would immediately carry out his sug- 
gestions. 

This morning, in the central fire station, 
could be seen Mayor Robinson, T. W. Roby, 
president of the city council; J. S. Fairhead, 
president of the board of trade; Mr. DeCottes, 
of the board of public works; Chief Stephens, 
of the fire department, and Chief Joyner, of the 
Atlanta department. 

These gentlemen had met there to discuss 
the fire department question, and the prompt 
and intelligent way in which Chief Joyner re- 
plied to each question showed that he had 
taken in the whole situation of the Jacksonville 
fire department, and that he was a master- 
hand at fighting fires. 

“The great trouble with the Jacksonville de- 
partment,"’ replied Chief Joyner in answer to 
a question, ‘is you have not men enough here. 
I understand from Chief Stephens that only 
twenty men are on the pay roll, and that num- 
ber is insufficient. You need more men, for 
three men to a truck is not enough. I have 
seventy-one men in Atlanta. Had the fire de- 
ae had more men you would never have 

ad the Mohawk or the Duval hotel blazes. 

‘‘Another thing that you need here are small 
extension folding ladders, which can be carried 
upstairs in a burning house by a man. I be- 
lieve greatly in these ladders, and many a fire 
has been extinguished by the firemen having 
these handy things around. I have them on 
every fire wagon.” 

“What is your opinion about veneered build- 
ings?’ asked a Metropolis reporter of Chief 
Joyner after the inspection of the fire depart- 
ment’s horses and wagons had been gone 
through with. 

“They are n. g.,’"" promptly answered Chief 
Joyner. “They should not be allowed built 
around the big business portion of the city. 
They burn easily, and fires in them are hard 
to extinguish once they get fairly started.” 

“What about shingle roofs?’ 

“They are bad and dangerous. The tin roofs 
~ the best and should be more generally 
used. 

‘“‘Another thing that I noticed here are the 
bad and defective flues in many houses. Too 
much care cannot be given the putting of a 
flue in a building, and much of these fires in 
the suburbs come from this cause. 

“There are many other things I might speak 
about,’’ replied Atlanta’s fire chief to the re- 
porter, “but I think it begter for you to wait 
until I send in my officiai report, which will 
be in a few days. I will try and give as thor- 
ough and clear a report on Jacksonville’s needs 
as I can, and sincerely trust I may be the 
means of getting your high insurance rates re- 
duced. I know how hard it ig to pay big rates 
of insurance, and I sympathize with the peo- 
ple of this city.”
